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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 

Rejections made in the previous Office Action which do not appear 
below have been overcome. Therefore, arguments pertaining to these 
rejections will not be addressed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. 



Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
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such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. 

No support in the specification or the original filed claims can be 
found for R 3 representing a R 32 substituted imidazole ring or a R 32 
substituted pyrrole ring found in claims 1 and 3 (see original claim 3 and 
the instant specification on page 10). No support in the specification or 
the original filed claims can be found for the change in the definition of 
variable K in claim 1 . Applicants did not show where support could be 
found (page number and line number). Therefore, the claims lack 
written description as such. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with a multitude of errors. 
Claim 1: 

a) Under the definition of R 2 , "CF3" should be changed to 
"CF 3 ". 

b) Under the definition of R 2 , "Q, -C 6 -alkyl" should be changed 
to "C r C 6 -alkyl". 

c) Under the definition of R 24 , "Q-C^-alkyl" should be changed 
to "Cj-Cg-alkyl". 

d) Claim 1 does not conform to M.P.E.P. 608.0 l(m) since each 
claim must end with a period and no other periods may be used 
elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations {e.g., see under the 
definitions of R 2 , R 3 , F 2 and R 53 }. 

e) Under the definition of x, "O" should be changed to "0". 
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f) Under the definition of R 3 , "-D-(F 1 ) p -(E) q -(F 2 ) r ,-G" should be 
changed to ""-D-(F 1 ) p -(E) q -(F 2 ) r -G". 

g) Under the definition of R 3 , "-E-(D) U -(F 2 ) 8 -(G) V " should be 
changed to ""-E-(D) U -(F 2 ) S -(G) V ". 

h) R 32 is not defined. 

i) Under the definition of D, "0" should be changed to "O". 
j) Under the definition of E, "piperidine" is misspelled. 

k) Under the definition of u, "or I" should be changed to "or 1 ". 
1) Under the definition of R 53 , "Br, 1 " should be changed to "Br, 

I". 

m) Under the definition of R 53 , "N0 2 " should be changed to 
"N0 2 ". 

n) Under the definition of R 53 , "Q-C4 alkylarnino" should be 
changed to "Ci~C 4 alkylarnino". 

o) Under the definition of R 53 , "C^-C^dialkylamino" should be 
changed to "C r C 4 -dialkylamino". 
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p) Under the definition of A, a space is needed after 

"unbranched". 

q) Under the definition of R 8 , "Cl-C 4 -alkylphenyl" should be 
changed to "Q-C^alkylphenyl". 

Claim 2: 

a) Under the definition of R 1 , "CI-C6-alkyl" should be changed 
to "Q-Q-alkyl". 

b) Under the definition of R 43 , "Cl-C4-alkyl" should be changed 
to "Ci-Q-alkyl". 

c) Under the definition of R 53 , "Q" should be changed to "CI". 

d) Under the definition of R 53 ? "1 " should be changed to "I". 

e) Under the definition of R 53 , "N0 2 " should be changed to 
"N0 2 ". 
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Claim 3: 

a) Under the definition of R 2 , "NR 22 R 23 " lack antecedent basis 
from claim 1 . 

b) R 23 , and its definition, lacks antecedent basis from claim 1. 

c) Under the definition of m and o, "are u" should be changed 
to "are 0". 

d) Under the definition of R 53 , a space is needed after 
"unbranched Q-C^alkyl/'. 

In claims 1-3, an "or" should be added before the last substituent 
listed under the definition of R 52 (also the possible substitutable 
substituents). 

Claim 7 lacks antecedent basis from claim 1 because of the 
definition of R 31 . 



In claim 8, "Fl" should be changed to "F 1 ". 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed June 18, 2003 have been fully 
considered. Applicants state that each of the points raised in the 
previous Office Action has been addressed in amended claims 1, 2, 3, 6, 
8 and 23. In response, Applicants have addressed most of the points 
stated in the previous Office Action but have also introduced more errors. 

Conclusion 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
